BRAZIL ARE 
GIVEN TEST 


MIDDLETOWN, Ky. —(BP) 
—Seven Baptist churches in 
Brazil, using the Forward Pro- 
gram of Church Finance for 
the first time, have boosted 
their budgets by 75 per cent, 
according to a report here. 

Dr. R. J. Hastings, Louis- 
ville, secretary of stewardship 
promotion for the General As- 
sociation gf Baptists in Ken- 
tucky, received word the seven 
churches had received pledges 
for 1961 budgets totaling $56,- 
204. Their 1960 budget income 
was $32,619. (Dollar equiva- 
lents for local units of currency 
are used.) 

Hastings visited Brazil and 
several other Latin-American 
countries in 1960 to help Bap- 
tist churches there launch test 
campaigns using the new ste- 
wardship methods. 

The churches set budget 
goals of $57,196, falling less 
than $1000 short of their ob- 
jectives in the actual pledging. 
Pledges were signed by 1650 
people, of whom 1250 are tith- 
ers. One of the seven churches 
did not report number pledging 
and tithing.

‘Church-State” Faces 


~’ Nationa 


WASHINGTON — (BP) 
Evidence of a prolonged na- 
tional reappraisal of separation 
of church and state was seen 
at the 13th annual Conference 
of the National Civil Liberties 
Clearing House here. 

For the first time in its his- 
tory the clearing’ house gave 
major attention to the question 
of church-state relations. 

The National Civil Liberties 
Clearing House is a voluntary 
association of 70 national or- 
ganizations. Its concern is to 
promote discussion and ex- 
change information in the 
fields -of civil liberties, civil 
rights, intellectual freedom 
and other human rights. Over 
100 organizations are repre- 
sented at the annual confer- 
ence. 

Five prominent authorities 
led the discussion on ‘‘Church 
and State Today and in the 
New Decade.” They were:

Wayne H. Cowan, managing 
editor of Christianity. and 
Crisis; William Clancy, editor 
of the Church Peace Union's 
Worldview and a former editor 
of Commonweal; Pabbi Arthur 
Gilbert, director of Inter-relig- 
ious Cooperation Anti-Lefama- 
tion League of B’Nai B'rith;
